lay about it, no unneccessary discussion to 
obstruct any measure intended to • provide 
employment on needed improvements foi 
the hundreds 
-who are in such great need 


of relief. 


When operatives are thrown out of the 


mi Is they are also excluded from the cor- 
poration boarding houses the owners o 
which very naturally find they cannot trus 
those who are out of work, the latter are 
thus cast out without money, without the 
means of earning it upon the mercies of an 
uncharitable world. In such an extremity 
some of them may have recourse to improp- 
er methods of sustaining life but it is 
clear that under such circumstances they 
do so through sheer necessity. It is from 
dangers of this kind the police would pro- 
tect the community when they arrest per- 
sons|found around the streets at night with 
out any apparent business. The city counci 
and all concerned should realize at once 
that here lies a problem for solution, 
subject for their serious consideration. It 
is for the city to keep the unemployed fron: 
starving, and to provide against the des- 
titution |which 
threatens Jhundreds

Thoy nre delegates, to thtt first triennial con- 
vention of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen. 


It is the biggest convention in the his- 


tory of railroads in America. Never be- 
fore have there 
beun so mauy ticket 


punchers, brake twisters, switch yankers 
and baggage crushers congregated in any 
one city in America. 


There IB a delegate from nearly every 


lodue iu the Uiuted States, Camida e»nd 
Mexico. The delegates number 5!£3; these, 
wiUi the visitors, about 800; these, with 
the member.-* from the local lodges, make 
up a grand total of close upon 1300 men. 


"They represent a class of citizens who 


don't hit still very long," said D. L. Cus>e, 
editor of The Railroad Trainmen's Jour- 
nal of Gulesburg, Ills., to a reporter at 
Funenil ball yesterday. 


Two hundred and sixty-five of them ar- 


rived Sunday on a special train from Chi- 
cago. Fj-om that city 250 started, and the 
resD were picked up at Port "Wayne, Belle- 
vue, Cleveland, Erie, Buffalo, Syracuse 
and Albany. 


About 'the Officers. 


The officers of the brotherhood attend- 


ing the convention are, among others: 
Grand Master S. B. Wilkinnon of Peoria, 
Ills., First Vice Grand Master P. n. Mor- 
risey of New York, Second Vice Grand 
Master T. T. Slattery of Butte City, Mont., 
Third Vice Grand Master George W. New- 
man and Grand Secretary «nd Treasurer 
W. A. Sheehan. Editor D. L. Case of The 
Trainmen's Journal is accompanied by a 
stenographer, who will report the proceed- 
ings in full for the official organ. 


The delegates, who represent a member- 


ship of 40,000, travel free of charge, and 
for every day of a regulation six days' 
session receive 15 each, and $3 for every 
additional day occupied in transacting the 
business of the convention. 


They had a very pleasant trip, with no 


tickets or accidents to bother them, and 
when they convened at Faneuil hall at 
9:80 yesterday morning, with be-nnmbered 
and be-badged coats, there was not a sorry 
looking face in the whole crowd. 


Their Program. 


They are going to follow out the usual 


course of conventions, first with dry com- 
mittee making and dryer routine work. 
Then they will receive communications, 
which they have already iu their hands, 
and refer them to committees. 
Then old 


age, rheumatism and other ranks of dis- 
ability will put in their claims, which 
must be considered and acteis upon. After 
that will come more important work. 


Among the matters which will be dis- 


cussed in the secret sessions are these: 


The revision of the bylaws; adjustment 


of disputed claims; revision of the ritual; 
election o£ officers; adjustment of the in- 
surance question. 


In addition it wps learned that a change 


in the location of headquarters is medi- 
tated. Various cities have offered induce- 
ments to the brotherhood to settle down 
outside of Galesburg, Ills., which is the 
headquarters at present, and the city or 
town which comes along with the best in- 
ducemeut will get the j'ob. 


At Galesbjarg the order occupies a five- 


story building and owns and operates its 
own printing plant, which includes the 
organ, with a circulation of 30,700 and a 
job office. 


At 0:30 yesterday Grand Master Wilkin- 


eon addressed the convention in a con- 
gratulatory strain upon the growth and 
present standing of the order. A commit- 
tee, composed of the grand master and 
Messrs. Morrisey, Slattery, Newman and 
Sh€>ehan, then began their work of pass- 
ing upon the 535 credentials.

"This was about 11 o'clock, and I gave

About 7 o'clock in tba evening the wheel- 
house was washed away. The rudder and 
wheel were broken and wo were badly 
crippled.

"The captain decided to run for the 


He made fair 
headway, and began to set things ready 
to get out the yawl boat with the cap- 
tain's wife and children. I went back to 
tha captain, and before I reqched him 
big wave carried me overboard. 


"This was about 11 o'clock, and I gave 


myself up for lost when I found myself 
in the water. I. kept sight of tho Bich- 
mond'a lights for some time, and saw her 
dnftiug down the lake, turning and 
twisting in every direction. Then I lost 
consciousness and did uot know anything 
until I found myself lying on the beach 
near a town, which I found out was Silver 
Creek. When I came-.to myself.;I went 
into the town to learn what had become 
of tbe steamer. '-I beard that she'hiUl goue 
down, and tbesi I came over here and 
tried to find the boat and my dog."

CHtion of a libel. There is a moral respon- 
sibility that his recognized and respected 
by every decent paper. The law of com- 
mon deceny and fair play forbids the in- 
discriminate use of the columns of a news- 
paper for the purpose of showing up petty 
•hort-comings among caucus candidates 
for office.

One of the greatest difficulties of a newa- 


•paper during times of political excitement 
is to protect itself and the public against 
thoughtless or vindictive correspondents. 
It is quite common for some enthusiastic 
supporter of a candidate to write to the 
papers about his qualifications for the office 
he seeks. This is perfectly proper, but 
the correspondent often goes so far as to 
attack the personal or business reputation 
of his opponents, and is highly indignant 
when he finds that part of his communica- 
tion altered or omitted. It may not occur to 
these zealous but unthinking 'writers that a 
newspaper is responsible for what it prints, 
he it in the shape of news, correspondence, 
advertisement or editorial opinion. This 
responsibility is not confined to the legal 
liability for damages caused by the publi- 
cation of a libel. There IB a moral respon- 
sibility that his recognized and : respected 
by every decent paper. The law of com- 
mou deccny and fair play forbids the in-

In such au extremity 
some of them may have recourse to improp- 
er methods of sustaining life but it is 
clear that under such circumstances they 
do so through sheer necessity. It is from 
dangers of this kind the police would pro- 
tect the community when thev arrest per- 
sonsit'ound around the streets at night, with- 
out any apparent business. The city council 
and all concerned should realize at once 
that -here lies a problem for sohition, a 
subject for their serious consideration. It 
is for the city to keep the unemployed from 
starving, ami to provide against the des-

one city in America. 


There is a, delegate from nearly every 


lodKe in the United States, Caniida and 
Mrxico. The delegates number 528; these, 
with the vinitorn, about 800; these, with 
the members from the local lodgres, make 
up a grand total of close upon 1200 men. 


"They represent a class of citizens who 


don't s-it still very !ong," said D. L/. Case, 
editor of The Railroad Trainmen's Jour- 
nal of Galc'sburt;, Ills., to a reporter at 
I'.meuil hall yesterday.

The rudder and 
wheel were broken ami we were badly 
crippled. 


"The captain decided to ruu for the 


shore and bench his vessel. lie made f;iir 
headway, and began to get things ready 
to get out the yawl boat with the cap- 
tain's wife and children. I went buck to 
the captain, mid before I reached him a 
big wave carried me overboard. 


"This waa about 11 o'clock, and I gave 


myself up for lost when I found myself 
in the water. I kapt sight of tho Rich- 
mond's lights fur some time, and Haw her 
drifting down the 
lake, turning and 


twist'ng in every direction. Then I lost 
consciousness and did not know anything 
until I found myself lying on the beach 
near a town, whicu I found out was Silver 
Creek. When I came to myself I went 
into the town to learn what had become. 
ot the steamer. I heard that she had goitn 
down, and then I came over hero and 
tried to find the boat und my dog." 


Clarke continued his search for his dog, 


and found it a mile up tho shore. Tho 
dog was tied to the seat of tho boat, dead. 


Among the bodies found are those of 


Captain Stoitdard and Mate Boylcsou.

DUNKIRK, N. Y., Oct. 17.—Only aa« 


man escaped from the lost steamer Dean 
Richmond, nnd he was found on tho beach 
near "Vanburne Point. His haggard face 
and sunken eyes told a story of terriblo 
Buffering. He was aimlessly wandering 
up and down the beach, and when spoken 
to burst into . tears and said he was look- 
ing for his dog.

FAIR PLAT IS A JEWEL. 


One of the greatest difficulties of a news- 


piper during times of political excitement 
is to protect itself and the public against 
thoughtless or vindictive correspondents. 
It is quite, common for sr.ine enthusiastic 
supporter of a candidate to write to the 
papers about his qualifications for the office 
he seeks. This is perfectly proper, but 
the correspondent oflen goes so far as to 
attack (he personal or business reputation 
of his opponents, aud is highly indignant 
when he finds that part of his communica- 
tion altered or omitted. It may not occur to 
these zealous but unthinking writers that a 
newspaper is responsible for what it prints, 
Ix; it in the shape of uews, correspondence, 
advertisement or editorial opinion. 
This 


responsibility is not confined to the legal 
liability for damages caused by the publi- 
cation of a libel. There is a moral respon- 
sibility that his recognized and respected 
by every decent paper. The law of com- 
mon daceuy aud fair play forbids the in- 
discriminate use of the columns of a news- 
paper for the purpose of showing up petty 
abort-comings among ca.icus candidates 
for office. It is also injust for a party 
«rgan to allow the use of its columns for 
iSe personal 
abuse of any candidate 


•svho ' enters a political oontest which 
is to be settled by his party associates in 
caucus. 
If a candidate is unfit for office or 


party confidence it is the duty of the paper 
to say so, and it is always glad to receive 
information on such cases; but among de- 
serving candidates it should favor none in 
particular or allow its correspondents to 
abuse any of them. People like to read of 
the good qualities of caucuscandidates and 
the papers are always-willing to priut them. 
Faults are nest considered ia private. They 
do not look well in print until the aspirant 
comes before the public as a candidate for 
their suffrages. He is then .1 lit subject for 
criticism and he generally gets enough of 
it. The modern newspaper has taken the 
place of the forum pf old. 
All are wel- 


come to express Iheir views in its columns, 
but correspondents should bear in mind 
that it is most unreasonable to expect a 
p.iper to print for them, what it would not 
dare to print for itself. The above article

tween these projects, substantially pro- 
vidiag for tho purchase ol 52,000,000 worth 
oE sliver bullion per month, r,be bullion to 
be coined, tho Rreenbacks and national 
bank notes- below tW to be vrlthdrawn 
from circulation and the issue of 3 per 
cent flv5-year bonds to maintain the gold 
Eopplr. 
Tbe object of this composite 


scheme Is no. force silver into the circula- 
tion of Ihs country. 


The senators engaged in promoting this 


pian of settlement expect to have It ready 
to submit to the different factions of the 
senate within a dtty or two.

The proceedings of the sDnaU yesterday 


They openod with ac- 
tion on n house joint resolution fixinK the 
qualifications to vote and hold office in the 
Cherokee outlet at the first municipal 
elections. Tho joint resolution was passed 
nfter an unsuccessful 
attempt by Mr. 


Peffer to engraft womnn suffrage upon it. 
Tbc attempt was sustained by only nine 
secntors. 


The Union Pacific receivership led to 


the introduction of a bill by Mr. Morgan 
(Dem., Ala.) to provide for the control of 
the fJnion and Central Pacific roads until 
their deb:s to the government, are fully 
paid up or secarcd.
